Dr.  Richard  A.  Michaux  delivered  his  report  of  the  year's  activities  of  the  Association: 

President's  Report,  1960 


At  the  January  Board  meeting  when  I  was  handed  the  gavel 
by  my  distinguished  predecessor,  I  assumed  my  duties  as  the 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  with  a  great  feeling  of  inadequacy  and  humility.  I  have 
thoroughly  enjoyed  my  association  with  this  Board  and  with  the 
administration  of  the  College,  but  I  am  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  there  may  be  members  of  the  Association  who  feel  that  my 
decisions  have  not  always  been  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Association.  However,  I  have  sincerely  tried  to  represent  the 
majority  at  all  times.  It  is  true  that  certain  administrative 
decisions  which  have  been  made  recently  at  the  college  have 
upset  many  of  our  alumni,  but  I  assure  you  that  your  president 
has  acted  in  these  matters  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Association 
and  the  College,  I  believe.  I  cannot  overemphasize  how  I  ap- 
preciate the  College  administration's  always  listening  to  our  side, 
and  in  many  cases  the  College  president  has  gone  beyond  the  call 
of  duty,  in  my  opinion,  to  prove  that  he  really  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  alumni's  reaction  to  the  College's  policies.  I 
also  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  our  staff  headed  by 
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Miss  Minnie  Franck  and  her  assistant.  Mrs.  Mildred  Clark,  who 
have  really  made  it  possible  for  me  to  earn"  on  in  this  position 
of  high  honor  in  the  Association.  I  am  proud  to  have  been  in  a 
position  which  afforded  me  the  satisfaction  of  sharing  in  a 
small  way  the  continued  growth  and  progress  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  I  also  realize  that  we  owe  so  much  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  its  past  presidents,  some  of  whom  are  with  us  here 
today. 

Since  most  of  you  have  kept  up  with  the  functions  and  activ- 
ities of  the  Alumni  Association  through  attending  the  various 
chapter  meetings  and  reading  The  Scarab.  I  will  try  to  touch 
briefly  on  the  highlights  of  the  activities  of  the  Association  in 
the  past  few  months.  This  year  for  the  third  time  the  Alumni 
Association  sponsored  the  Scientific  Assembly,  and  with  Dr. 
Elam  C.  Toone,  Jr.,  as  chairman,  presented  an  excellent  pro- 
gram. Although  weather  conditions  kept  the  attendance  from 
being  what  we  had  hoped  it  would  be.  it  was  thought  by  the 
executive  committee  to  have  been  highly  successful  and  that  it 
should   be  continued  on  a  yearly  basis.    The   Association  has 


been  represented  at  all  alumni  functions,  and  I,  particularly  at 
this  point,  want  to  thank  President  Smith  and  the  faculty  of 
the  Medical  College  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  us  keep 
the  alumni  informed  as  to  the  activities  at  the  College.  So  far 
this  year  we  have  attended  chapter  meetings  at  Old  Point, 
Washington,  New  York,  Roanoke,  Richmond,  and  Raleigh. 
We  intend  to  be  represented  at  the  West  Virginia  Chapter 
meeting  at  White  Sulphur  Springs  in  August  and  at  the  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  and  the  Tidewater  meetings  this  fall.  I 
am  also  planning  to  attend  the  alumni  dinner  of  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association  which  will  be  held  at  Virginia 
Beach  on  June  20th. 

The  Alumni  House  has  been  fully  utilized  with  the  basement 
and  the  second  and  third  floor  apartments  rented.  Last  fall  the 
house  at  1107  East  Clay  Street,  which  is  on  the  adjoining 
property  on  the  east  side  of  the  Alumni  House,  was  purchased 
at  a  price  of  $13,500.  The  Board  felt  that  this  would  protect 
our  property,  and  it  was  hoped  that  some  day  this  may  be  used 
for  an  Alumni-Faculty  Club;  in  the  meantime,  we  will  try  to 
keep  it  rented  to  one  of  the  fraternities.  Dr.  H.  Hudnall  Ware, 
Jr.,  has  headed  the  committee  on  this  project,  and  I  am  sure  will 
welcome  additional  funds  which  are  much  needed  to  finance  the 
cost  of  this  property.  A  faculty  committee,  with  Dr.  Warren 
Weaver  as  its  chairman,  is  at  this  time  investigating  how  many 
members  of  the  faculty  would  be  interested  in  such  a  club.  There 
are  many  angles  and  details  that  will  have  to  be  worked  out 
before  any  Board  action  can  be  considered.  At  the  annual  ban- 
quet on  June  4th,  the  Alumni  Association  will  make  its  third 
$10,000  installment  on  our  $100,000  pledge  to  the  College  for 
the  Alumni  Lounge  in  the  student  dormitories. 

Your  president  has  also  been  privileged  to  attend  the  Board 
of  Visitors  meetings  at  the  College.  This  experience,  more  than 
any  other,  has  made  me  realize  the  many  problems  which  this 
distinguished  group  has  to  deal  with.  But,  I  assure  you,  they 
are  as  interested  in  the  continued  welfare  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation as  we  are. 

Several  weeks  ago  I  was  asked  to  go  to  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 


lege to  talk  to  a  group  of  premedical  students  with  Dr.  Robert 
Marston,  assistant  dean  of  the  school  of  medicine  of  the  Medical 
College.  It  was  at  this  time  that  I  realized  that  was  definitely 
another  way  in  which  the  Alumni  Association  could  help  the 
College.  It  is  my  feeling  that  if  an  alumnus  of  the  various  state 
schools  would  go  with  the  dean  on  these  missions  to  talk  with 
the  students  who  are  interested  in  studying  medicine,  it  might 
help  to  influence  the  type  of  student  that  we  are  trying  to  get  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  With  this  in  mind,  I  am  mak- 
ing up  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
alumni  who  have  attended  the  various  state  schools,  so  that  the 
dean  may  know  whom  to  ask  to  go  on  the  various  trips.  I  feel 
that  this  is  well  worth  while  and  I  am  sure  that  you,  as  well  as 
the  College,  are  interested  in  obtaining  better  students  for  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

This  year  we  have  also  put  on  an  extensive  membership  drive 
which  is  headed  in  medicine  by  Dr.  Custis  L.  Coleman,  dentistry 
by  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson,  pharmacy  by  Mr.  George  F.  Hendley, 
nursing  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Cibula,  and  officers  of  the  chapters.  We 
are  hoping  that  we  will  be  able  to  increase  our  membership  to  a 
greater  number  than  before,  percentage  wise,  by  having  this  or- 
ganized committee,  which  to  date  has  been  doing  an  excellent 
job.  Although  our  membership  is  above  the  national  average,  I 
feel  that  there  are  many  places  that  much  improvement  could 
be  shown  with  the  aid  of  the  members  of  this  committee,  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  members  of  the  Association. 

Before  concluding  this  report  I  want  to  thank  our  officers  and 
Board  of  Trustees  for  their  enthusiastic  cooperation  and  their 
willingness  to  give  generously  of  their  time.  Also,  I  want  to 
thank  the  various  committee  chairmen  who  have  really  seen  to 
it  that  the  wheels  of  the  organization  have  been  kept  turning 
in  the  right  direction.  And  I  sincerely  hope  that  with  the  prog- 
ress of  this  organization  and  the  great  advances  that  are  being 
made  at  the  College  that  we  will  continue  to  have  a  medical 
school  that  we  shall  long  be  proud  of.

President  Smith's  Report 
Year  1959-1960 


As  we  approach  the  close  of  this  academic  year  one  of  our 
chief  regrets  is  the  loss  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  chairman, 
Mr.  Samuel  M.  Bemiss,  and  two  other  faithful  members,  Mr. 
Thomas  F.  Marshall  and  Dr.  Waverly  R.  Payne.  The  adminis- 
tration, and  I  am  sure  everybody  present,  deeply  regrets  that  the 
statutory  limitations  will  deprive  us  of  their  service  as  of  June 
30. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  however,  that  they  will  be  suc- 
ceeded on  the  Board  by  Mr.  Buford  Scott,  who  returns  after  a 
one-year  absence;  Dr.  A.  L.  Van  Name,  Jr.,  of  Urbanna;  and 
Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke,  of  Richmond. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  substantial  progress  in  all  directions. 
During  the  year  the  College  has  continued  its  efforts  to  strength- 
en its  faculties  and  has  been  able  to  attract  additional  members 
of  high  qualifications;  the  results  are  reflected  in  the  courses  of 
instmction,   research,  and  all  phases  of  the  educational  effort. 
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The  reputation  of  the  institution  is  enhanced  by  the  caliber  of  its 
faculty,  and  this  in  itself  is  a  valuable  aid  in  the  accomplishment 
of  its  objectives. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  extended  accreditation  to  such  a  professional 
institution  as  ours,  and  this  was  another  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment for  1959-60. 

We  have  received  sympathetic  consideration  from  the  General 
Assembly  with  reference  to  appropriations  and  should  begin  the 
new  biennium  in.  perhaps,  the  best  financial  condition  in  some 
time.  We  are  grateful  for  the  understanding  and  support  ac- 
corded us  by  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature.  Always  con- 
scious of  our  obligation  to  administer  our  program  efficiently 
and  economically,  we  regretfully  came  to  the  conclusion  that  one 
of  our  programs,  the  St.  Philip  School  of  Nursing,  no  longer 
could  be  justified  on  the  basis  of  applicants  or  the  number  of 


graduates,  and  the  Board  authorized  its  gradual  termination  by 
1962. 

Apparently  all  other  schools  and  programs  will  experience 
the  increased  demand  for  enrollment  that  is  enveloping  most 
other  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  administration  desires  to  record  its  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  opportunity  of  working  with  the  Alumni  Association 
during  the  year  and  for  the  keen  understanding  and  loyal  sup- 
port the  alumni  have  given  the  College  in  the  discharge  of  its 
obligations. 

The  physical  plant  of  the  College  has  undergone  marked  im- 
provements and  others  are  in  the  process.  Worthy  of  mention 
are:  completion  and  occupancy  of  Phase  2  of  McGuire  Hall 
Annex;  final  settlement  of  land  negotiations  with  Richmond- 
Petersburg  Turnpike;  construction  of  the  MCV  Parking  Garage, 
scheduled  for  completion  in  mid-September;  continuation  .of 
major  improvements  in  St.  Philip  and  MCV  Hospitals;  agree- 
ment with  the  Virginia  Civil  War  Centennial  for  construction 
of  its  visitors'  center  on  MCV  property  for  reversion  to  us  as  a

student  activity  center  after  1965;  appropriation  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  funds  to  construct  the  medical  education  building, 
which  we  hope  can  be  let  to  contract  this  fall;  establishment  of 
the  Strauss  Research  Laboratory,  which  we  also  hope  soon  may 
be  under  construction;  and  negotiations  with  the  City  of  Rich- 
mond for  acquisition  in  the  near  future  of  the  School  Board 
Shop  Building  on  North  Twelfth  Street.

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Major  General  William  H.  Powell,  Jr., 
United  States  Air  Force,  M.  C.  V.  grad- 
uate in  medicine,  1927,  was  accorded  the 
honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  science  at 
our  commencement  on  June  5.  This  was 
highly  gratifying;  Dr.  Powell  is  one  of 
our  own  boys  and  his  developing  career 
has  been  followed  with  special  interest 
across  the  years. 

Major  General  Powell  came  to  Rich- 
mond from  Wake  Forest  College  in  the 
fall  of  1925.  He  had  already  completed 
two  years  of  medicine  and  graduated  with 
our  medical  class  of   1927. 

Following  an  internship  at  the  James 
Walker  Memorial  Hospital,  Wilmington, 
he  returned  to  Fayetteville,  where  he  was 
born  January  1,  1904,  and  there  entered 
private  practice.  The  army  medical  corps 
beckoned  and  that  branch  of  the  armed 
services  was  followed  from  the  fall  of 
1929  until  retirement,  I960,  with  intense 
emphasis  on  radiology  as  a  specialty. 

In  early  October,  1928,  Dr.  Powell, 
now  ready  for  private  practice,  married 
Miss  Harriet  Elizabeth  Stanton.  She  was 
a  charming  member  of  the  commence- 
ment party  this  year,  which  also  included 
Major  General  Oliver  K.  Neiss,  surgeon 
general  of  the  United  States  Air  Force, 
and  Mrs.  Neiss.  General  Neiss  gave  our 
commencement  address  which  was  im- 
pressive and  timely.  Dr.  Powell  had  been 
one  of  his  assistants. 

It  is  a  bit  complicated  to  find  our  way 
through  the  records  of  the  medical  corps 
to  note  appropriately  the  various  ad- 
vancements during  a  distinguished  army 
career. 

Dr.  Powell,  then  a  first  lieutenant,  be- 
gan his  army  service  as  a  ward  surgeon  at 
Fort  Humphreys,  Virginia,  station  hos- 
pital. In  less  than  a  year  he  entered  the 
Army  Medical  School.  Later  he  reported 
to  the  Medical  Field  Service  School  at 
Carlisle  Barracks,  Pennsylvania. 

In  May,  1931,  Dr.  Powell  became  as- 
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sistant  surgeon  at  the  Fort  Sherman  sta- 
tion hospital,  Panama  Canal  Zone.  In 
October,  1934,  his  assignment  was  ward 
surgeon  at  the  station  hospital,  Maxwell 
Field,  Alabama,  with  a  four-month  course 
of  the  School  of  Aviation  Medicine,  Ran- 
dolph Field,  Texas,  in  1935.  Back  at 
Maxwell  Field  he  was  appointed  assistant 
surgeon,  June,  1937.  In  October,  1938, 
he  was  named  assistant  chief  of  the  radio- 
logical services  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
General  Hospital,  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas. 
In  1939,  Dr.  Powell  was  again  in  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone,  this  time  as  assistant 
chief  of  the  radiological  service,  Gorgas 
Hospital.  Three  years  later  he  was  back 
in  the  States,  this  time  as  surgeon  of  the 
Army  Air  Force  Basic  Training  Center 
at  Atlantic  City.  About  a  year  later  he 
was  appointed  assistant  surgeon  of  the 
Army  Air  Force  Training  Command  at 
Fort  Worth,  Texas.  In  February,  1945, 
he  was  appointed  medical  member  of  the 
inspector  general's  overseas  inspection 
team  for  the  Pacific  Ocean  area.  In  May, 
1945,  he  became  chief,  Professional  Serv- 
ice Division,  Office  of  Air  Surgeon,  Head- 
quarters USAF,  Washington,  D.C.  He 
was  transferred  from  Army  to  Air  Force, 
promoted  to  brigadier  general,  and  desig- 


nated Director  of  Professional  Services, 
Office  of  Surgeon  General,  Headquarters 
USAF,  Washington,  D.  C.  19-1^. 

General  Powell  was  appointed  air  sur- 
geon for  the  U.  S.  air  forces  in  Europe, 
with  station  at  Wiesbaden.  Germany,  in 
February,  1951.  In  April,  1953,  he  be- 
came deputy  surgeon  general  at  Air 
Force  headquarters,  Washington,  D.  C. 

One  notes  with  interest  Dr.  Powell's 
progression  through  the  various  ranks  of 
the  armed  services  medical  corps,  from 
first  lieutenant  to  major  general  and  his 
membership  in  the  American  Medical 
Association,  Aerospace  Medical  Associ- 
ation, and  Radiological  Society  oi  North 
America. 

General  Powell  has  set  an  example  for 
remembering  to  keep  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation and  the  College  informed  on  his 
various  assignments  and  whereabouts.  We 
are  grateful  for  this  and  for  his  much  and 
able  service  to  our  country.  We  record 
with  pride  his  decoration,  the  Legion  ot 
Merit,  and  his  rating  as  chief  flight  sur- 
geon and  aircraft  observer  (medical1). 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  General 
Thomas  D.  White,  USAF  Chief  of  Staff, 
commented  that  "As  a  pioneer  in  avia-

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Five  Year  Program  Begun 

Beginning  in  September  of  this  year, 
the  school  of  pharmacy  begins  a  new  era 
in  the  introduction  of  a  five-year  program 
of  college  instruction  leading  to  the 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in  pharmacy. 
This  requirement  must  be  met  by  all 
graduates  of  pharmacy  schools  in  the 
country  and  as  a  consequence  all  grad- 
uates of  1964  and  after  will  have  five 
years  of  college  work. 

The  pharmacy  curriculum  has  evolved 
rather  rapidly  over  the  past  four  decades. 
At  the  same  time,  licensure  requirements 
for  practice  have  become  more  stringent. 
In  1920,  pharmacists  could  be  examined 
in  many  states  on  the  basis  of  experience 
only  as  a  prerequisite  with  no  formal 
education  beyond  the  high  school  level. 
Gradually,  almost  all  states  instituted  the 
requirement  of  two  years  in  a  college  of 
pharmacy  and  in  1926  the  educational 
requirement  was  increased  to  three  years. 
Finally,  in  1936  the  requirement  was  in- 
creased to  four  years  of  college  work.  For 
the  past  twenty-four  years  this  require- 
ment has  been  fairly  uniform  throughout 
the  country.  In  the  early  fifties  several 
colleges  inaugurated  five-year  courses  and 
two  began  six-year  courses. 

What  had  happened  to  the  curriculum 
in  schools  that  felt  compelled  to  initiate 
longer  programs?  Perhaps  we  can  find 
a  parallel  with  the  situation  in  our  own 
school  of  pharmacy.  Today  our  curric- 
ulum includes  nearly  3400  clock  hours  of 
instruction  or  233  quarter  hours  of  credit. 
When  we  consider  that  most  college  stu- 
dents earn  about  192  quarter  hours  for  a 
degree,  we  can  see  that  the  pharmacy 
student  has  been  carrying  a  load  that  has 
almost  one  year  of  credit  more  than  most 
colleges  require  for  a  bachelor's  degree. 
It  is  complicated  further  by  the  fact  that 
a  good  portion  of  the  course  work  in- 
volves study  in  the  science  areas  which 
are  generally  considered  more  difficult  to 
handle. 
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It  is  certainly  fair  to  ask  if  this  is  all 
necessary.  Perhaps  the  best  answer  re- 
quires an  explanation  of  the  goals  of  edu- 
cation and  second  the  course  structure  de- 
signed to  meet  these  objectives.  Phar- 
macy and  medicine  have  seen  remarkable 
changes  over  the  recent  years.  New  drugs 
have  changed  therapeutics  and  presented 
a  challenge  to  the  health  professions. 
Only  twenty-five  years  ago  the  principal 
responsibility  of  the  pharmacist  was  the 
proper  compounding  and  preparation  of 
drugs.  Then,  too,  the  kind  of  medication 
available  was  limited  and  a  good  portion 
of  the  pharmacist's  knowledge  and  skill 
was  employed  in  the  preparation  of  ex- 
temporaneous medication  from  available 
botanical  and  chemical  sources.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  point  out  in  detail  that  many 
of  these  drugs  could  not  be  compared  in 
potency  or  efficacy  with  their  modern 
counterparts.  To  deal  with  the  problems 
of  pharmacy  then,  our  school  offered  sev- 
eral courses  in  pharmacognosy  and  a 
number  in  the  area  of  dispensing  phar- 
acy,  incompatibilities,  etc.  When  we 
realize  that  the  first  text  book  written  in 
English  covering  the  chemistry  of  or- 
ganic medicinal  products  was  not  pub- 
lished until  1941,  we  have  some  idea  of 
the  status  of  therapy.  Incidentally,  that 
book  was  coauthored  by  our  Walter  Har- 


tung,  chairman  of  our  department  of 
chemistry  and  pharmaceutical  chemistry. 

Modern  drugs  and  therapy  have 
brought  with  them  changing  concepts  of 
the  role  of  the  pharmacist.  Drugs  today 
are  capable  of  bringing  about  miraculous 
improvement  and  cure  of  conditions  that 
were  invulnerable  to  therapy  a  few  years 
ago.  Moreover,  with  their  capacity  for 
great  good  they  carry  potential  harm  if 
not  properly  used  or  handled.  In  addi- 
tion, we  have  available  to  us  a  vast  num- 
ber of  these  agents  compared  to  a  rela- 
tive few  not  so  many  years  ago.  In  deal- 
ing with  modern  drugs  the  pharmacist 
must  have  more  than  skill  and  manipula- 
tive techniques,  he  should  have  informa- 
tion on  potency,  dosage,  side  effects,  and 
the  like.  He  should  be  prepared  to  serve 
as  a  source  of  information  and  advice  to 
physicians  if  he  is  to  meet  this  respon- 
sibility properly.  The  pharmacist  of  to- 
day need  not  have  the  variety  of  skills 
with  his  hands  that  his  forbears  possessed 
but  to  serve  his  proper  function  in  our 
present  scheme  of  proper  health  care,  he 
should  be  well  stocked  with  information. 

This  is  not  the  only  function  of  the 
pharmacist  who  meets  his  responsibility. 
Of  all  members  of  the  health  care  team, 
the  pharmacist  is  in  closest  contact  with 
the  public  in  the  typical  community  phar-

macy.  He  is  a  referral  point  for  those  in 
need  of  medical  care.  We  must  recognize- 
that  the  modern  man  in  the  street  knows, 
or  at  least  thinks  he  knows,  a  lot  about 
health  care.  People  today  are  much  bet- 
ter informed  in  this  regard  and  are  very 
likely  to  seek  out  their  local  pharmacist 
if  they  have  a  question  about  drugs  or  if 
they  seek  to  purchase  proprietary  medica- 
tion. The  function  of  the  pharmacist  here 
is  to  advise  his  patron  in  the  event  med- 
ical care  is  needed.  He  is  in  a  particularly 
strategic  situation  to  pass  along  advice  on 
preventive  medicine.  The  pharmacist  is 
not  only  called  upon  to  serve  as  an  ad- 
visor in  health  affairs  but,  by  the  very  na- 
ture of  his  profession,  he  is  expected  to 
participate  in  community  functions  and 
act  as  advisor  on  a  host  of  personal  prob- 
lems totally  outside  the  health  field. 

Then,  in  his  role  as  advisor  on  drugs 
and  on  public  health  and  his  responsi- 
bilities in  civic  affairs,  a  new  concept  of 
educational  preparation  is  necessary.  Thus 
the  curriculum  in  pharmacy  has  changed 
over  the  years.  At  our  own  school,  we 
have  seen  decreased  emphasis  in  phar- 
macognosy and  techniques  of  dispensing. 
Courses  have  either  been  eliminated  com- 
pletely or  shortened  to  a  bare  fraction  of 
their  previous  content.  Today's  student 
has  courses  in  the  physical  sciences  and 
mathematics  including:  algebra,  trigo- 
nometry, general  and  organic  chemistry, 
qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis,  in- 
organic and  organic  pharmaceutical  chem- 
istry, biochemistry,  and  physics.  In  the 
biological  sciences  he  is  offered:  biology, 
comparative  anatomy,  bacteriology,  physi- 
ology, and  pharmacology.  In  the  field  of 
pure  pharmacy  he  receives  courses  in  cal- 
culations, techniques,  and  hospital  dis- 
pensing. On  the  business  side  of  the 
profession  he  takes:  economics,  account- 
ing, pharmaceutical  and  business  law,  and 
management. 

These  courses  give  the  pharmacist  a 
basic  background  that  should  provide  him 
with  an  understanding  of  the  physical 
properties  of  the  materials  he  handles, 
their  chemical  nature,  and  the  chemistry 
of  living  things.  He  must  know  some- 
thing of  the  various  organisms  that  cause 
disease  and  something  about  the  structure 
of  living  things.  This  information  is 
necessary  if  he  is  to  understand  how  drugs 
act  and  what  they  are  and  how  they 
must  be  prepared  to  do  the  job  for  which 
they  are  designed.  Certainly  we  would 
all  agree  that  little  enough  is  presented  in 


the  area  of  business  management  when 
we  consider  the  business  aspects  of  the 
operation  of  a  modern  pharmacy. 

It  should  be  evident  that  for  all  the 
science  courses  there  is  one  deficiency 
that  stands  out  in  the  education  of  phar- 
macists. There  is  far  too  little  in  the 
way  of  cultural  courses,  i.e.  the  human- 
ities. Our  own  school  offers  two  years 
of  English  and  an  abbreviated  course  in 
sociology.  For  an  individual  preparing 
for  a  profession  that  brings  him  into  di- 
rect participation  in  civic  and  health 
affairs,  this  has  long  seemed  inadequate. 
Consequently,  the  new  program  will  pro- 
vide students  with  an  opportunity  to  elect 
several  courses  in  the  humanities.  It  is 
also  easy  to  see  that  the  excessively  heavy 
academic  load  should  be  reduced  to  some- 
thing approaching  a  more  normal  state 
of  affairs.  In  our  present  program,  we  are 
quite  certain  that  many  youngsters  who 
are  now  academic  mortalities  might  have 
graduated  to  become  assets  to  pharmacy 
if  the  load  had  been  lighter.  We  con- 
template a  lighter  average  load  in  the 
five-year  program  which  in  turn  should 
give  us  less  failures. 

An  examination  of  the  curriculum  pro- 
posed will  show  that  students  have  an 
opportunity  to  attend  an  accredited  col- 
lege of  their  choice  for  one  or  two  years. 
A  minimum  of  three  years  must  be  spent 
in  pharmacy  school  to  obtain  the  bache- 
lor's degree.  There  are  no  radical  re- 
visions of  the  curriculum.  It  offers  an 
opportunity  for  electives  in  the  pre- 
pharmacy  year  and  in  the  last  year.  Stu- 
dents, who  wish  to  enter  hospital  phar- 
macy or  graduate  study,  may  elect  courses 
more  appropriate  to  their  specialty  and 
need  for  preparation.  There  has  been 
some  reorganization  of  the  pharmacy 
courses  and  change  in  course  titles  reflect- 
ing the  change  in  course  content  that  has 
taken  place  over  the  years.  Please  note 
that  our  current  plan  is  to  admit  students 
after  one  or  two  years  of  college  work. 
We  do  not  plan  to  admit  students  di- 
rectly from  high  school.  The  curriculum 
as  proposed  follows:

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School  of  Medicine 

The  conclusion  of  another  academic 
year  has  brought  with  it  the  loss  through 
retirement  of  important  faculty  members. 
Dr.  Walther  Riese,  associate  professor  of 
psychiatry  and  neurology  and  chairman 
and  associate  professor  of  history  of  medi- 
cine, retires  at  age  seventy,  after  19  years 
of  MCV  faculty  membership.  He  was 
responsible  for  the  establishment  of  the 
department  of  history  of  medicine.  Dr. 
Riese  came  to  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia from  Vienna.  His  investigations  and 
writings  in  neurology,  and  particularly  of 
the  brain  itself,  have  gained  international 
recognition.  Dr.  Riese  has  been  accorded 
the  title  of  emeritus  associate  professor. 

Dr.  Emanuel  Wallerstein  also  retires  af- 
ter 38  years  of  contribution  to  the  educa- 
tional program  as  clinical  professor  of 
otology,  rhinology,  and  laryngology.  He, 
too,  was  given  the  emeritus  title. 

Dr.  Rudolph  Thomason  resigned  in 
January  after  26  years  of  service  and  was 
made  emeritus  associate  professor  of  clin- 
ical ophthalmology. 

To  begin  the  new  academic  year  we 
have  gained  another  departmental  chair- 
man, Dr.  Frederick  E.  Vultee,  Jr.  Dr. 
Vultee  graduated  from  Yale  University 
medical  school.  He  obtained  his  post- 
graduate training  in  physical  medicine  and 
rehabilitation  at  Walter  Reed  Army  Hos- 
pital. Prior  to  joining  the  faculty  here  he 
was  staff  physiatrist  at  Walter  Reed  Hos- 
pital. Dr.  Vultee  left  a  year  ago  to  be- 
come the  associate  director  of  the  Chicago 
Rehabilitation  Center.  His  return  now  to 
chair  our  department  of  physical  medicine 
and  rehabilitation  has  been  enthusiastically 
welcomed  by  the  medical  community. 

The  year  has  seen  the  faculty  crystallize 
its  objectives  in  medical  education  and 
begin  a  total  review  of  the  medical  curric- 
ulum in  the  light  of  these  objectives.  It  is 
clear  that  whatever  other  change  may  or 
may  not  result  from  this  review  the  fac- 
ulty will  have  a  better  perspective  of  the 
total  program.  There  will  be  immeasur- 
ably more  effective  understanding  of  the 
interrelationship  of  the  various  teaching 
activities,  of  the  task  to  be  accomplished, 
and  of  the  talent  and  the  means  available 
to  do  it. 
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This  year  for  the  first  time  the  entire 
sophomore  and  senior  classes  took  the 
National  Board  Examination,  Part  I  and 
Part  II,  respectively.  Part  I  results  are  not 
yet  known,  but  the  senior  achievement  rec- 
ord on  Part  II  compared  favorably  with 
the  average  for  the  entire  3,000  students 
taking  these  examinations  across  the  na- 
tion. Particularly  on  this  first  experience 
with  total  class  participation,  this  record  is 
most  gratifying  and  speaks  well  for  the 
educational  program  of  the  institution.

School  of  Pharmacy 

Fifty-six  seniors  were  graduated  with 
the  B.  S.  degree  at  commencement  in 
June.  Of  this  group,  one  is  leaving  Vir- 
ginia, three  are  entering  medical,  dental, 
or  graduate  schools  and  fifty-two  are  en- 
tering retail  or  hospital  pharmacy.  Hon- 
ors were  won  by  one  person,  Miss  Helen 
Jean  Beavers,  who  is  now  in  Surry,  Vir- 
ginia. Miss  Beavers  won  the  Wortley 
Rudd  Award,  the  Crockett  Award,  and 
the  Pitts  Award  for  having  the  highest 
overall  average  in  chemistry  courses.  These 
awards  are  sponsored  by  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  amount  to 
a  total  of  $200. 

Each  year  the  student  who  achieves  the 
highest  average  in  his  class  for  the  year 
receives  an  A.  D.  Williams  Award  of 
$100  and  an  appropriate  certificate.

School  of  Dentistry 

A  few  years  ago  the  pattern  of  educa- 
tion involved  locking  the  doors  of  the 
little  red  school  house  early  in  June  and 
not  opening  them  again  until  September. 
Like  many  other  aspects  of  current  life 
this  pattern  has  been  changed  markedly. 
Our  dental  school  is  now  a  very  busy 
place  during  die  summer  months. 


Our  faculty  is  engaged  in  operating  our 
clinics  during  June  and  July.  All  rising 
juniors  and  seniors  are  in  attendance  for 
this  summer  session.  The  additional  clin- 
ical training  gained  by  our  students  fully 
justifies  this  summer  program  for  which 
no  additional  tuition  is  charged. 

This  summer  we  are  scheduled  to  install 
some  additional  equipment  of  great  value- 
to  our  teaching  program.  We  are  await- 
ing the  release  of  appropriated  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  many  items  of  new  equip- . 
ment.  When  this  is  done  we  shall  equip 
all  units  in  our  operative  dentistry  and 
crown  and  bridge  prosthodontic  clinics 
with  modern  high-speed  operating  instru- 
ments. Every  unit  in  all  our  clinics  will 
be  equipped  with  a  new  combination  type 
of  syringe  supplying  air,  water,  and  spray. 
A  most  important  addition  to  our  teach- 
ing equipment  will  be  a  new  two-camera 
television  system  with  television  receivers 
in  each  of  our  lecture  rooms.  A  large 
anonymous  gift  supplementing  other 
funds  makes  it  possible  for  us  to  purchase 
this  television  equipment  which  is  the 
most  modern  available. 

We  expect  a  record  enrollment  of  302 
students  for  the  next  academic  session. 
The  freshman  class  numbers  80. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  two  addi- 
tional full  time  faculty  appointments 
effective  this  July.  Dr.  J.  R.  Eshleman  has 
been  appointed  instructor  in  operative 
dentistry  and  Dr.  H.  B.  Fleming  has 
joined  our  faculty  as  associate  professor 
and  chairman  of  the  department  of  ortho- 
dontics. Dr.  Eshleman  is  a  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  graduate,  class  of  I960. 
Dr.  Fleming  is  a  dental  graduate  of  Mc- 
Gill  University,  class  of  19-49,  and  at- 
tended the  University  of  Michigan  as  a 
graduate  student  in  orthodontics. 

In  die  near  future  we  expect  to  make 
formal  announcement  of  the  inauguration 
of  an  extended  postgraduate  course  in 
orthodontics.  The  first  class  for  this 
course  will  probably  be  admitted  in  Sep- 
tember, 1961.  The  demand  for  advanced 
training  in  orthodontics  is  very  great  and 
we  hope  to  meet  a  growing  need  in  this 
area  of  dental  education.

Of  these,  28 
were  working  for  the  degree  of  master 
of  science  or  doctor  of  philosophy,  while 
the  rest  were  either  special  students  or 
did  not  complete  their  studies  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  At  the 
commencement,  held  Sunday  afternoon, 
June  5,  the  degree  of  doctor  of  philoso- 
phy was  awarded  to  William  M.  Feagans 
and  Andrew  Garnett  Richardson.  Dr. 
Feagans  is  from  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
and  earned  the  degree  of  D.D.S.  in  1954 
from  the  University  of  Kansas  City.  He 
entered  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
school  of  graduate  studies  in  September, 
1956,  and  worked  in  the  department  of 


anatomy  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  L.  F. 
Cavazos.  The  title  of  Dr.  Feagans'  dis- 
sertation was,  "Effects  of  Estrogenic  Com- 
pounds on  the  Cytochemistry  and  Lipid 
Biochemistry  of  the  Male  Hamster  Re- 
productive Tract."

X-Ray  Technology  Course 

A  full  two-year  course  in  X-ray  tech- 
nology open  to  young  women  who  have 
graduated  from  an  acceptable  high  school 
will  begin  on  Monday,  September  12, 
I960,  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
Any  graduates  of  any  of  the  schools  who 
know  of  earnest  young  women  who 
might  be  interested  in  careers  as  X-ray 
technologists  are  requested  to  have  them 
write  or  phone  the  Director  of  the  X-ray 
Department,  Box  22,  MCV  Station,  Rich- 
mond 19,  Virginia.  The  phone  is  Milton 
4-9851,  extension  561. 

Adequate  dormitory  facilities  are  now 
available  and  cost  approximately  S30 
monthly,  meals  should  cost  SI. 50  or 
more  daily,  textbooks  about  $25  yearly, 
and  the  health  fee  is  S36  yearly.  There 
is  no  tuition  charge. 

One  month  of  vacation  is  allowed  in 
the  summer  between  the  first  and  second 
years  and  several  days  are  allowed  at  the 


Christmas  holidays. 

During  the  two  academic  years,  lec- 
tures are  held  on  week  days  from  12  to  1 
P.M.  on  medical  terminology,  pathology, 
physics,  anatomy,  physiology,  and  X-ray 
technic.  The  great  bulk  of  the  course  is 
practical  with  actual  work  in  the  out- 
patient and  operating  rooms. 

Emergency,  night,  week-end,  and  holi- 
day duty  is  required  throughout  the  course 
and  it  is  on  these  occasions  that  the  stu- 
dent learns  by  doing  and  gains  invaluable 
experience. 

At  the  present  time,  three  senior  stu- 
dents began  the  two-year  course  in  Feb- 
ruary, I960;  six  began  in  June,  I960;  and 
up  to  21  can  be  accepted  in  September, 
I960.  The  course  is  limited  to  30  by  the 
Council  on  Medical  Education  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.

School  of  Hospital 
Administration 

The  school  of  hospital  administration 
is  this  year  observing  its  tenth  birthday. 
June  3  was  arbitrarily  set,  like  the  Queen's 
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birthday,  as  the  day  to  celebrate.  All 
alumni  and  students  were  invited  back  to 
the  school  for  a  day  of  administrative 
clinics.  Twenty-one  alumni  and  11  stu- 
dents participated.  They  were  put  into 
three  groups  according  to  hospital  size — 
small,  medium,  and  large.  Faculty  mem- 
bers Clarence  Cauble,  Emmet  Reid,  and 
Frank  Mulcahy  presided.  The  entire  day 
was  spent  in  discussion  of  administrative 
problems. 

The  birthday  dinner  came  in  the  eve- 
ning at  the  Old  Dominion  Club  and  to 
this  spouses  were  admitted.  There  were 
short  talks  by  Alumni  President  Nate 
Bushnell,  HA'51,  Director  Hudgens,  and 
Founder  Cardwell.  The  party  was  con- 
tinued in  the  evening  at  Tantilla  Gardens, 
where  MCV  was  holding  the  senior 
dance. 

In  the  ten  years  of  the  school's  history 
there  have  been  awarded  41  certificates 
and  63  degrees.  As  some  received  both 
only  99  persons  are  involved.  During 
half  of  the  school's  life  it  was  not  a  de- 
gree course.  In  1955,  it  became  a  grad- 
uate school  offering  the  degree  of  master 
of  hospital  administration. 

The  99  graduates  are  widely  distrib- 
uted with  a  half  remaining  in  Virginia. 
Forty  graduates  hold  top  administrative 


positions  in  their  hospitals.

Hospital,  Charlottesville,  Virginia.  Up- 
on successfully  completing  the  residency 
and  preparing  and  defending  an  accept- 
able thesis,  these  men  will  receive  their 
degrees  in  June,  1961.

1895    UCM      Melvin    Butcher    Crockett    (M)     of 

Tazewell,  Virginia,  died  March  10.  He  served 
on  the  Selective  Service  examining  board  dur- 
ing World  Wars  I  and  II  and  was  an  hon- 
orary staff  member  of  Bluefield  Sanitarium. 
1901  UCM  Joseph  A.  Allen  (M)  of  New 
London,  North  Carolina,  died  January  28.  He 
had  been  in  a  nursing  home  for  a  year  and 
seriously  ill  for  two  weeks. 
1905  William  Reed  McCall  (M)  died  of  coro- 
nary disease  May  27  in  LaGrange,  Georgia, 
where  he  had  practiced  medicine  for  55  years; 
32  of  them  as  the  beloved  family  physician  of 
countless  patients,  and  since  1937  as  anesthesi- 
ologist at  City-County  Hospital.
